These powerful differences,
they say, so affect the atmosphera
that trained forecasters can tell in
advance what the data at weather
observatories are going to he:—

In measuring the sun's radiation
the principal instrument is an
extremely  sensitive  thermometer
called a pyrheliometer, It is made
to record variations in temperature
of one one-hundred-millionth of a
degree. It is located in a cavern
underground and . the sunlight is
reflected to it down a long shaft.
